■ In the meanwhile the Israelis continue to improve the port of 
Eilat. It is a doom town that will have a population by the end of 
1957 of 5,000 according to Israeli claims. A pier sufficient to 


handle ships of 5,000 tons has been completed. 


This pier is now being
